i Protests against Russification among the youth in the Ukraine is taking 

I place in the form of demands to use the Ukrainian language in schools and in 
\ newspapers. Specifically, demands are being made for Ukrainian- language evening 
\ newspapers in Ukrainian cities. Promise that such evening papers would be pub- 
lished were made a long time ago in Odessa, Lvov and Stalino but they, have not « 
, materialized. The informant believes this is because a cold war is l 

! to increase the use of the Ukrainian language. Such evening newspapers exist 
] in both local and the Russian language in Tallin, Riga and Yerevan. There are 
none at all in the Ukraine. It is possible that the publishing houses are 
: awaiting the results of a census being made, so that they can publish the papers 
i in the language of the majority of the local population. According to official 
' statistics regarding the publication of periodical and books it appears that 
'there are less in the Ukraine than anyplace else, that the Ukrainian stands 
\ eighth in the USSR, falling behind the Baltics and the CaucasttJ, So far as the 
• 'press is concerned, the southern oblasts of the UkSSR are most highly Russified; 
*i.e., Crimea, Stalino, Kherson, Odessa, Luhansk and Kharkov. The fight for the 
'.Ukrainian language is being carried on mostly by the writers, including young 
writers among whom is Pavlichko who, until recent criticisms, was considered 
the "tyunderkind" of Soviet Ukrainian literature. Polish culture has more 
: influence in Kiev and Kharkov than in Lvov where old resentments still exist. 

• Kievans anxiously listen to Warsaw radio broadcasts which they consider more 
j interesting and of higher quality than their own. 



In London, ProfessorHorbach met an acquaintance of his from Gracow, a 
) Professo^&ubats 'ky. In 1958 Kubats'ky travelled around the UkSSR, visiting 
) Kiev, Odessa and Lvov. Extension of his visa was refused in Moscow but he was 

; greeted very warmly in Kiev^URylsky (c/o Note: Probably the writer, Maxim 

] Rylsky) took him to the Chi^fVf the M/D (KGB) (who had a Ukrainian name) who 

i got his visa extended. Rylsky was supposed to have made a complaint that Ukrain- 

i ian books are purposely published in very small numbers as compared to Russian 
j translations of the same publication. This has a very bad psychological effect 
| on young writers whose chances of having their works published are very poor. 

' Sometimes the writers have to wait years before their writings are published, 
i Therefore, some of them write in Russian. It is emphasized that only new oblasts 
are being Ukrainianized, especially in the Crimea and western oblasts. In 
\ other areas Russification is in process. The Orthodox church is being well 
■ supported. There is widespread refurbishing of buildings (religious )Jmonk 
\ dressed in an elegant cassock stated that the church was never in a better 
1 position than now. The domes have all been newly gilded. In Kiev there was 
I much emphasis placed by a group of writers on Polish -Ukrainian friendship.

taking some prayer books from Poland to Lvov. The M/D (KGB) men at the border 
took a good long look at her and when she was ready to leave the train in Lvov 
she was thoroughly questioned, the prayer books confiscated and she was sent 
back to Poland. 



In the winter of 1958 several Ukrainian students gave a copy of the Ukrain- 
ian Encyclopedia published in the west to a Pole to carry to Kiev. It was dis- 
covered at the border control point but he was permitted to go on because he 
was able to convince them that he purchased it at a bazaar in Poland. 



Clergy in Western Ukraine Only those priests who do not openly practice their 
faith escape restrictions. The informant personally witnessed an occasion 
during a holy day feast when it is customary for the priests to bless fruits, 
the village priest refused to bless the fruits brought by villagers and handed 
the aspergillum to the deacon. The informant was told by the villagers that 
this particular priest is never punished when other priests are fined 100-200 
rubles for all sorts of accusations made against them.
